The Stamp Specialist 
Green Book Now Ready; 
Nine Superb Articles 












April 16 was the publication 
fiate of the Green Book of the 
Stamp Specialist series. This ser- 
ies of bound booklets is made up 
by gathering together a number 
of excellent articles on stamps of 
all countries and printing them in 
a handsome volume, well illus- 
trated, and worthy of a place in 
every philatelic library. 

The articles are by men well 
informed on the subjects about 
which they write and when one of 
these books contains an article on 
@ country or stamps in which you 
are interested you can feel certain 
of getting some desirable and 
worthwhile information on your 
favorite subject. 

The book just at hand contains 
nine different articles starting 
with The Trans-Mississippi issue 


of 1898, the author, George B. 
Sloane, says, “The So Called 
Omaha Issue”. This latter title 


will probably stick better than the| 


rightful one because of brevity. 

Mr. Sloane traces the production 
of this issue from the authoriza- 
tion for its issue on through the 
completed stamps and tells much 
that will interest any collector. It 
is handsomely illustrated. 

The second article is one that 
is quite fitting at this time, “The 
Bull’s Eyes of Brazil”. This is the 
centenary year for these popular 
Brazilian stamps and we should 
hear and see and read a lot about 
these stamps before the year is 
done. This article is by Mr. Lind- 
quist, the publisher of the Stamp 
Specialist and is fully i}!iustrated 
with many plates of the largest 
and finest known blocks of the 
three stamps. 

The Aguinaldo 
Philippines are a 
subject at this time and who 
knows what will come out of 
these islands in the way of un- 
usual and interesting stamps dur- 
ing the present period, We all 
have a great interest in the Phil- 
ippines at the present time and a 
reading of this article should help 
freshen our memories of the gal- 
lant men who saw the first fight- 
ing in these islands, 

There are six other articles a- 
mong which one on Guadeloupe 
by Robert G. Stone; Confederate 
Stamps on Provisional Covers by 
Van Dyk MacBride; Siam Thai- 
land by Adolph Klingenstein and 
the interesting part of this ar- 
ticle is a table of quantities issued 
for almost every one of the 
stamps of Siam, starting with 
number one. Egypt by Ernest 
Kehr; Embossed Revenue Stamp- 
ed Paper of the United States by 
Carl E. Dorr and last of all, The 
Swastika in Philately. 

This is the famoue “Indian Sign” 
as adopted by Adolph Hitler and 
it is found on stamps of many 
countries both Hong Kong and 
Greece showing it on stamps more 
often than does Germany. 

Thus*.we have a quick review 
of Mr. Lindquist’s latest Stamp 
Specialist, known as the Green 
book. These books are produced 
in series of four books each year, 
designated by color in which they 
are bound. Others of this series 
will be a Brown Book, a Gray 
Book and a Maroon Book. The 
price for any single book is $1.50, 
the series of four ordered at one 
time is priced at $3.00. a figure 
within the reach of many collec- 
tors and a set of books which give 
you a library you will enjoy. Pub- 
lished by H. L. Lindquist, 2 West 
46th Street, New York, 
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Reader response is really grat- 
ifying. The items which they send 
in are indeed welcome and my 
sentiment is “keep ”em rolling.” 
The readers of this ‘‘nonsense’”’ are 
of necessity a hardy lot, and it is 
therefore no more than just that 
they hear of all that’s new in the 
domain of Freakdom. 

Let us welcome several new 
archaeologists to the confines of 
Oddity Lane. The first to stroll 
along is R. F. Molitor who digs 
for freaks on the Cleveland Front. 
He first met success with a Plate 
number block of four of the 2c 
carmine Type I, of the 1894 Issue. 
The plate 32 appears on the face 
of the sheet. The back of this 
block not only shows a clear off- 
set of these same stamps, but also 
bears the plate number 30. The 
next item is a block of the 3c 
Purple Presidential with a really 
large ink blot on the face of the 
sheet. This spot, even though it is 
shaped like a football, is not to 
be kicked around. In addition to 
the foregoing, Mr. Molitor took 
time out to locate a nice ink spot 
on a 2e block and a slight dry 
print of a le block. One may 
readily deduce that Cleveland is 
fertile territory for  philatelic 
diggings—but so is every other 
city, town or village. One never 
knows when or where the next 
oddity is coming. 


The mal-perforation of recent 
stamps marches on. Our most re- 
cent 5c China Commemorative 
Stamp is the patient for today. F. 
R. Laverty of Jackson, Michigan 
reports a block of these stamps 
which doesn’t show any missing 
perforations, but does illustrate 
the perforation which is not in 
line with the rest. The perforating 
pins are sometimes bent slightly 
while in use. The result is an oc- 
casional perforation misplaced. 
While these varieties are of no 
special monetary value, they most 
assuredly illustrate a stage in the 
breakdown of our equipment, 

The last and a really interesting 
piece was sent in by Edward Pet- 
rasek, a collector who hales from 
Pittsburgh. He sends for our study 
a'strip of the 1c Presidential side- 
wise coil. The face of the piece 
shows a normal pair of this Ic 
Green coil stamp. The reverse 
side shows an indistinct pair of 
the same stamps gummed back to 
back with the first pair of this 
strip. This second pair is not 
clear because almost all of the 
printed surface has been peeled 
off. The item is supposedly a 
double paper coil and, as such, 
would be of quite some value. 
However, the fact that it does 
show a slightly printed portion 
on the under paper of the double, 
clearly indicates that it is an at- 
tempt to form by accident or de- 
sign a double paper variety. The 
item consists of two pairs of the 
same coil stamp, one of which 
had almost all of its printed sur- 
face shaved off, and the other 
was pasted right on top of it, so 
that the perforations and stamps 
of each pair match perfectly. Such 
work is sometimes done so well 
that it defies detection. However, 
such artisanship has a faculty for 
slipping up in some small detail. 
In this case the story is quite dif- 
ferent. 

Mr. Petrasek received this pair 
on cover and had great difficulty 
in soaking off the stamps. This 
fact alters the story to something 
like the following: Originally the 
strip was a coil of four stamps. 
The strip was folded somehow 
gum to gum and got stuck to- 
gether, with stamps showing front 
and back. The owner then tried to 
peel them apart, and merely suc- 
ceeded in destroying the print 
on one pair of the stuck-together 
strip of four. This accounts for 
the parfial print on one of the 
bottom stamps. The only thing 
left for the owner to do was to 
apply glue to the damaged side of 
the pair and use it as 2c postage. 
This accounts for the difficulty 
which Edward Petrasek had in 
removing the pair from the cov- 
er when he recived same. The 





soaking also loosened the original 
accidental paste-up of the strip

Tadao Kobyashi, a Philippino 
seal collector at Honolulu Hawaii, 
made an investigation of the Ha- 
waiian Christmas sea] at the re- 
quest of the writer. This seal 
which is two and a quarter by 
three inch sticker on white paper 
appeared last fall. It has the dou- 
ble barred cross at the top and at 
the bottom “National Tuberculo- 
sis Association of Hawaii” and has 
been eagerly sought after by col- 
lectors. 

He called on Mr. Lai head of 
the Tuberculosis association there, 
who distributed the national seals, 
and was told that the item in 
question was in no way a seal is- 
sue and that it was not sold nor 
were there any returns for it. In 
1940 a special pamphlet was print- 
ed in Japanese to appeal to the 
Jap residents on the Islands, but 
they neglected to put the name of 
the society on the - booklet, and 
these stickers were printed and 
pasted to the cover of the booklet. 
Four hundred were printed, but 
only two hundred were used on 
the books which were sent out. 
A woman on the continent wrote 
Mr. Lai regarding them and he 
sent her the 200 gratis. The cor- 
respondent said Mr. Lai was rath- 
er indignant when he found that 
they were being offered as Ha- 
waiian seals and at fancy prices, 
for which his association received 
no benefit, and said it was racket- 
eering and profiteering and be- 
lieved it should be referred to the 
Federal trade commission for in- 
vestigation, 




















Dorsey F. Wheless of Brooklyn, 
one of the best informed collec- 
tor specialists on United States 
seals, supplies some interesting in- 
formation concerning printing of 
secret marks on seals to designate 
the different printers. It is a most 
popular form of collecting, as col- 
lectors want these items in blocks 
of nine, with the key mark on the 
center seal where possible. The 
item in question is the secret mark 
on the 1932 seal printed by Col- 
umbia Printing and Engraving 
Company, a small blue “c” on the 
girl’s skirt on seal 82 according to 
the catalogue. The writer has one 
on which the “c” appears on seal 
No, 93. Mr. Wheless says he has 
made a study of many sheets and 
constant flaws indicate that a lot 
of imperforated sheets were print- 
ed and then later perforated on 
another machine 12x12.. They 
were not all cut alike, and hence 
he has found the small “c” on No, 
73, 82 and 83, and on 92 or 93, ac-

down and started questioning 
little fellow and was able to get 
the information that the Grem- 
lins seemed to be a small nation 
in themselves, they lived in the 
hig trees of the north country 
and since this war came on their 
homes have been laid waste and 
destroyed. For this reason, the 
whole nation arose as one man 
and started out fighting back at 
the despoilers. Of course not 
knowing much about the war, 
how it started, who was respon- 
sible and all that these little fel- 
lows just started in fighting 
everyone’ They needed food too 
and their homes being destroyed, 
they had nothing left, All they 
wanted was peace and opportun- 
ity to live as in the past.

FLASH: The Civil Aeronautics 
Board reached decisions in three 
of its most important new route 
applications on May 10th. These 
will result in several first flights, 
and collectors should prepare 
enough covers to be able to take 
care of them all. At the immediate 
time, I do not know what all of 
these routes and new stops are, 
but this information will be given 
in this column as soon as possible. 





One of the new routes will be 
an-extention of AM-24 from Shre- 
veport, La., to New Orleans, La., 
via Alexandria, La., and Baton 
Rouge, La. This will be the first 
airmail to the Southeast from 
Shreveport and the first direct 
service between Shreveport and 
New Orleans. These first flight 
covers should be listed in the cat- 
alogue. As yet, I do not know 
when the flights will take place. 


Another new stop will be the 
re-embracing of Lake Charles, 
La., to AM-5. However, Lake 
Charles has had previous airmail 
service via AM-20 (which is now 
part of AM-5,) so possibly these 
covers will not be listed in the 
catalogue. 





Still another extention will be 
that of AM-15, which will be ex- 
tended North-west of Amarillo, 
Texas, via Pueblo, Colorado and 
Denver. There will also be new 
stops on AM-11, AM-13, and AM- 
37. As soon as I get information 
about these points, it will appear 
in this column.

perfs. Under the glass this extra 
line seems to be ‘printed with the 
same kind of ink as the overprint 
and does not seem to be added 
either accidently or intentionlally 
after the stamp was made. Rather, 
all evidence points that it was 
accumulated at the same time 
the overprint was applied. That 
the paper must have crumpled 
up in some manner as the web 
was passing through the auxili- 
ary press can be about the only 
logical explanation The extra line 
almost punched through the pa- 
per, substantiating the theory 
that something went wrong, al. 
though the stamp is not otherwise 
out of shape. Evidently there must 
be other copies showing this 
wandering line and. perhaps a 
few were saved. If you have an 
item that fits the above descrip- 
tion write me as it will be in- 
teresting to know just how far 
this line traveled across. the 
sheet and what ever else another 
copy might reveal. I will put you 
in touch with the owner of the 
above stamp if you wish to write 
him direct.
